If anyone is interested - I built a Koch based pocket CW tutor 
(similar to the MFJ CW tutor but mine uses the Koch idea of one 
letter at a time, full speed and was actually out before MFJ 
marketed theres!) 


It uses a PIC16F84 and standard 2 line alphanumeric LCD. There 
is only a 5v regulator and a couple of caps and resistors (and 9v 
battery) to complete the project - all the real work is in the PIC. 


The original version was available on the web but I found a bug in 
the firmware. The orginal (but now bug free) version supported 15 
and 2Qwpm but I have also rewritten the firmware to produce a 
Farnsworth 5wpm (ie 12wpm chars with long gaps) and 12wpm 

(15wpm chars) version. The code set is customisable for US test, 
UK test or all (there are a few differences in punctuation and 
prosigns tested). The character sequence used is the same as in 
David Finley's article. 


Its free (if you blow your own PIC) - if anyone is interested email 
me for details, I'll try to get round to hanging it off the XYL's 
website.

Hi Mitchell, 


I too have occasional S-7 line noise that murders my operating environment. 


I have found that some T.V.s and some dimmers cause it some of the time. I 
also suspect my next door neighbors have a bad dimmer that is radiating. 

They are good friends, and I could, I suppose, go over there and change their 
dimmer. Frankly, though, I would find that embarrassing and somewhat 
invasive. Instead, I have found that a noise phaser is the solution to most 
of my occasional local noise problems. I have one made by a company that (I 
believe) is not selling to the ham trade anymore (JNC, I think it is--you may 
find one for sale on QRP-1 or Ebay), but MFJ makes one. These devices are 
not the same as noise filtering devices which operate inside your receiver or 
in the audio output. The devices I am talking about actually have a second 
antenna which picks up the local noise and beats it against itself, while 
passing the "good" signals to your receiver's front end. The principle is 
that the signals coming from a distant station will have a phase difference 
from a local noise signal--and it works. You should be able to knock the 
local noise down as much as 5 S-units when the device is properly adjusted. 
And the distinct advantage over noise filters in your IF or audio chain is 
that your receiver will not be desensed by the local noise signal. 


You will want to check that any such device you buy or build has the ability 
to changeover from transmit/receive by RF sensing, and that the sensing 
device is adequately sensitive to respond to the (QRP) signal levels you are 
using. I recall I had to change a resistor in the sensing circuit in my 
unit, at the suggestion of the factory, to increase the sensitivity of the 
relay control circuit. 


You may decide to build such a device. There were a pair of these things 
published by the late Doug DeMaw in CQ magazine, and Far Circuits have PC 
boards (and probably reprints) of these articles. The Mark II device was 
simpler to use and DeMaw said it was just as effective as the Mark I. The 
problem with the published article was that there was no RF changeover relay 
at all--these were for receive only--or for rigs with separate antennas for 
receive/transmit (still dangerous in most rigs, as the input of these devices 
is usually a fragile FET--if you set the rig wrong and transmit for a second 
into the device, scratch the FET.) My friend, the late Roy Gregson (designer 
of the NE 80/20 range of transceivers) designed a workable RF sensing circuit 
for the DeMaw devices. I have his design somewhere. If you do decide to 
homebrew the phaser, email me and I'll try to track it down. One dear friend 
of mine actually made me one of these devices with the Gregson modification, 
and it is a treasured possession. 


So, I hope this helps you to explore a possible solution to intermittent (or 
worse) local noise. I found it made operating SSTV possible when otherwise I 
would have had speckled pictures all the time. And for SSB or CW DXing, it 
allowed weak signals to be heard that would have been lost in the noise. 

Keep in mind it is not a panacea. Sometimes, for reasons you may never be 
able to figure out, it just won't cancel some noises. But for most local 
electrical noise, it can sound like magic. 


Hope this helps.

My younger son, K5SR, started learning code at age 12 and received his

keyer. He elected to go the keyer route and took to it like a duck to 

water. In 3 months time he was operating at 30 wpm and guest-operating in 
local contest stations.

You've received a lot of good suggestions. In my new house I found I 
had terrible S9 noise source that would seem to appear randomly and 
was totally unstoppable by any noise blanker in my rigs. One day 
while I was playing radio it finally got the best of me and I grabbed 


my Icom R2 (small SW radio), tuned to the 40m band, and began hunting. 
The antennas on these small radios can be quite directional so I 
started "pointing" to the noise source dipole-style. I finally 
tracked the noise source to some halogen lighting in the butlers 
pantry - RF city!

I have beeen reading this thread a bit tonight and thought it time to add 
my Two Cents. 


I feel particularly qualified on this particular subject as I have 
personally had to Re-Train myself on receiving CW at least four diggerent 
times over the past 40 years. I would have had my license back in the 
50's if I would have had a good Tutor or Elmer back then. 


I did manage to get my Technician Ticket back in 1962 while in the Air 
Force Stationed on a small Mountain Top on the Oregon Coast, about 20 


miles south of Tillamook, Oregon. 


A fellow Radio Maintenance Technician and I studied together and managed 


about 5 WPM +Between the two of us :%% 
I think out Radio Officer Administered the test to us. 


The biggest mistake of that attempt at learning the code was visualization 
of the Code Tables, rather than learning by the sound. 


I won't go into the details of each of the other attempts at learning the 
code or trying to improve my speed. 


Back in 1977, I decided to return to the hobby after being off the air for 
several years. Married life and Children, etc. I was browsing a QST 
somewhere, Library I think, and came across the Herring Aid 5 DC Receiver, 
by Doug Demaw W1CER, (W1FB). I built that project and began my adventure 
back into the world of ham radio. I sat at the desk in the bedroom and 
listened to W1AW Every Night of the week for about a year. I used school 
notebook paper and a Flair (Tm) Pen, Printing the Characters and using 
both sides of the paper. I placed each used paper on the top of the pile 
and saved them in a Copy Paper Carton. Dating each one. 


Aound November of that year, I found that I had Solid Copy on the 18 WPM 
bulletins. I decided to try the Code Proficiency test that Month. During 
the test run, I had another station right on top of W1AW, I actually had 
copy of both on the paper. :%¢ The test reviewer, only counted my 25 WPM 
text, so I got the Certificate. I took my test for General in December, 
but only had the Morning off work for the exam. Heck, I was estatic to get 
my ticket and My OLD Callsign Back. (K3TKS). 


My next great adventure with CW would get me the Advanced and Extra 
Tickets. It started with a small Ham Radio Class at work. I had five 
Students. I used a variety of techniques which I had learned the hard way, 
and added a few new ones. We used my CW Keyboard (QST Project) and a 
Commercial CW Keyer/Trainer Device. I forget the Name and Model Number at 
the moment. Chuck Adams has one. I had an arrangement which used it and a 
Daisy Chain of Jacks and Plugs so that each student had his own connection 
to the Common Keyer. My Keyboard ran in parallel and was always active, as 
were my Paddles to the keyer. 


This allowed for a Round Robin Net type of Training Setup. Each was given 
a "Simulated Callsign" Usually W/K, a Random Number, and their initials, 
or nickname. 


I did not know it at the time, but I was Teaching Koch Code. I used 25-30 
WPM Character Speed and 5 WPM Spacing at first. The Idea, Of Course is to 
make them comfortable at copying the Characters at 30 WPM. I found that 
we can always copy slower code after learning the faster speeds, but not 
the other way around. The brain seems to be better at doing "NO OPS" like 
a computer. Unlike a Computer, we can not just incrrease processor Speed.

After they had the basic 36 and Period, Comma, Question mark and a couple 
of prosigns, We made the rule that "No Talking was allowed during our 
Lunch Time Sessions" Except for a FIRE Alarm or other Emergency Condition. 


They were however allowed to "Whistle" or Make themselves a Human Code 
Practice Oscillator. 


"Whistling a 'BK' and Waiting for Acknowledgement" 


We used Plain Text, and lots of Four Letter Words, 
4No Cuss Words Allowed :%% 


We often took turns with QSO's and even had a few "Simulated On The AIR 
Contests" where each member had their own Code Osc. and Key and a list of 
Their Callsigns and Locations, etc. They were in control of their own 
Tone and Volume, Although Penelties were often imposed for excessive 
(Power) or Volume. :%} 


I also Had a Computer Program Called Morse Tutor by NOIMI ? in Dos for the 
Station Computer setup. 


I really Liked it as I was able to set the Speed and use Farnsworth on it. 


Where it really excelled was in thet it could read a plain ASCII Text File 
in CW at any Speed up to 100 WPM. The un-listed feature that i 
discovered, was that it Would "DO NO OPS", Ie, It would DO NOTHING for a 
Standard Time Interval when ever it came across a SPACE in the Text. 


I used my Word Perfect Program to write simulated "ON-THE-AIR" texts, for 
NETS, Contests, and QSO's. 


I had a whole disk full of them. The Student Could Copy and use the Files 
on their own Computer for Practice. 


The Files were setup to use 30 WPM Characters and 750 Hz Tone, (Ten-Tec 
Offset). Later I found the 500 Hz was better for some of the Older 
Fellows. (Myself included). 


So, What is the Bottom Line? All of the Students Passed the 20 WPM tests 
with ease, and have all gone way ahead of the Teacher. I guess I am just 
a 30 WPM Processor (Z80), in a Pentium World. :%% 


I still have an MFJ Morse Tutor that Lives in the Car next to the Driver. 
I sits nicely on the dashboard by the speedometer on road trips. Good 
Company. I keep meaning to Write Martin Jue and ask for a "Special Model" 
that Accepts an Alternate Program of Text that is downloaded from the 


Computer. Maybe one of the Computer Wizards here on QRP-L can make a Pic 
Adapter to Store ASCII Code from the Serial Port of my laptop/desktop and 
merge it with the MFJ Unit. 


Just think, you could do like I did in the old days and Type up documents 
on your Word Processor and Download them to the MFJ and Play them back on 
the way to work and back. 


Might be a good program for the Palm V, etc. How about it kids? 


Helping the others learn the code was what led me to decide to go for the 
Advanced and Extra... But that is yet another Story... 


Here is my Parting TIP on CW,, Use only with Individual Automotive 
Commuting, Not recommended for Car Pools :“% 


Learn to Make Code Practice oscillator sounds with your mouth and "Read 
Signs" and "Tag Numbers" while traveling to and from work each day. 


By verbalizing the "SOUNDS" and listening to yourself, you are reinforcing 
your ability to copy "BY SOUND". 


If you can Type, or wish to learn better, Merge your Typing 
Practice with your Code Practice. It will help you to recognize it with 
out thinking... 


The Car Trick was shared with me by my Physician, who was an Avid CW 
traffic man with the most beautiful Collins Set up that you ever saw. 


KWM2 and Complete S-Line. O.K. he did like QRO, but was still a great 
Doctor and a Real Ham operator. 


I have not seen the program by G4FON, Ray Goff, but I will have to check 
into it. Always interested in new toys that relate to CW.

I generally avoid "me, too" posts as well, but here goes- 


Unless you're handling CW traffic, I'll suggest there's little need to 
write it down verbatim at 20+ WPM. There aren't too many instances where 
you need to transcribe what you hear when you talk to someone face-to-face, 
and the standard QSO pretty much follows the same guidelines. There are a 
few high points- RST/name/QTH- but it's otherwise conversational in nature. 


Contest exhanges ‘push the envelope'- most of us will be hard-pressed 
to write down an exchange real-time at 40 WPM, but somehow the information 
gets into the log. [I'm not a good touch-typist, so I can rule out a 
keyboard to copy ‘on the fly'!] We ‘time-buffer' the important bits and 
parse it out later. 


CW is supposed to be xfunx, and the charm begins to wear off around 20 
WPM if you're writing it all down by hand- it becomes too darned much like 
work! "Use the Force, Luke- let yourself go".

This is what I remember from the Signal Corps book I used in high school. 
In this context, a stroke means that you haven't lifted the pencil from the 


paper, not a line segment. 
Many letters are single strokes: C, I, L, M, N, 0, S, U, V, W, Z 


Single stroke letters: 

C Obvious 

I Obvious 

L Start at the upper left, go down and then right. 

M Start at the lower left go up, down diagonally right, up diagonally 
right, and straight down 

N Start at the lower left go up, down diagonally right, straight up.

U Start at the upper left go straight down, right, then straight up. 
flat bottom to differentiate from V) 

V Obvious 

W Start at upper left, down diagonally right, up diagonally right, down

Most of the rest are two strokes: A, B, D, E, F, G, J, K, P, Q, R, T, X

E Start at upper RIGHT, left, down vertically, right. Add middle bar with

The serif on the G is important. It keeps it from being confused with C. 
The U has a flat bottom to distinguish it from V. 


As your speed climbs, the verticals in the M's and N's tend to become 


slanted making it LOTS harder to read. Also, be warned, if you adopt this 
method of writing, since there are no lower case letters, and it doesn't 
look real pretty, people will think your printing development stopped in 
grade school.

Speaking of code speed..... 


Back in the mid '80s a friend of mine was running computer 
generated code on the air with a fellow downtown. He was using 
that little TRS-80 computer. 


He was running 20 wpm, and I was copying his 20 over signal 
pretty solid. When he completed the phone call, I called him on 
the phone and asked that since both ops were running computers 
to QSO, that perhaps he could pick up the speed 5wpm. After 
about a week, I was copying 25 WPM. Another phone call got him 
up to 30, and 30 was a little easier, i had it in a couple days. 


This went on, repeated phone calls, etc until I was copying pretty 
solid at 40wpm. They quit running the sked, so that was the end of 
that, but it really got my code speed up over about a month's time. 


Now I could never copy code on paper above about 10 wom, almost 
cost me my General, and I passed the Extra after 3 tries, but I 
finally was able to remember enough of the test to squeak by. 


Another neat thing I have learned is, I have not been very active the 
past 10 years or so on CW. I was completely away from CW for 

about 2-3 years as I was persueing phone DXCC. When I began 

working QRP about 2 years ago, I found it all came back to me 

fairly quickly. Now I cant quite copy as well as I used to, but I can 
still copy a hotshot DX station running about 30 wpm. 


So, anyone who wants to build code speed, my usual response is 

by listening to high speed cw, just a little faster than you can 
"reliably" copy. W1AW is good for this, as the exact speeds are 
published and the signal is very strong on some bands in most 
parts of the country. 


Unfortunately, I dont have the dexterity or coordination to SEND 
faster than about 25 WPM on a keyer and about 20 on a straight 
key reliably. Im not a typist, so a keyboard dosent do me much 
good either. The ability to copy high speed code is a good thing, 
however because it allows me to copy those hotshots on the 

bottom of 20M. A slightly slower CW signal calling the DX 
sometimes helps bust the pileups anyway. It works for me!

1. Don't print. Use cursive. You can write cursive about twice as fast as 


you can print. Printing will limit you to about 15 wpm. Pay attention to 
what your third grade teacher taught you. Use cursive.

2. Copy on an 8 1/2 x 11 inch piece of paper folded in half lengthwise so 
TE 

>is 4 /1/4 x 11. You don't have to move your hand so far to get from one 
> side of the paper to the other when you get to the end of a line. This 
helps 

> more than you think. 

> 

> 3. Take notes of what you hear instead of writing it down verbatim. In 

> particular, you can write down the Call, RST, QTH, and name in the log 
book 


> directly instead of copying it verbatim on a piece of paper and then 
> transferring it to your log book. You don't write down a phone QSO 
verbatim, 

so why do it with a CW QSO? Just take notes. Then as you get more 
proficient, move to copying in your head. 


4. Learn to send CW with a pencil in your hand. This saves time in picking 
up the pencil after a transmission or even finding it. This helps a lot in 
contests, but is good practice any time. 


5. If you are learning to send CW, learn on an electronic keyer with a 
paddle. You can learn to send good code much quicker this way. The people 
you QSO on the air will appreciate it. It is easier to learn to send ona 
straight key after learning on a keyer than it is to learn on a keyer 
after 

> learning on a straight key.

I took the extra class exam 22 years ago in June (It was Friday, June 13, 
1980) from a steely-eye FCC examiner. 


I've always been able to copy 20 wpm. Yes, it gets quite frantic with a 
pencil. 


Some years later, I got involved in contesting. At first, it was mostly 
phone contesting, because those CW guys went so doggone fast. As time 
wore on, I wanted to participate more in CW contest, since I was missing 
out on half the contest fun. 


Mind, I've always been able to copy 20 wpm. But contesters typically go 
30-35 wpm, and a few are much faster. How do they do it? 


The secret is -- you need to throw your pencil away. They guys that can 
copy really fast CW don't write anything down. They copy it all in their 
HEAD. 


I remember seeing Dave Fischer, now W7FB, at Field Day for the Atlanta 
Radio Club. He was standing there chatting with someone, all the while 
running CW contacts and logging from the loudspeaker. 


It was quickly apparent that these pros didn't have to THINK about 
copying CW. It was more like a language to them. They just heard and 
understood. 


That's where I want to be. So, years ago, I got rid of the pencil. 

Granted, for a long time, I was still stuck at about 25 wpm, but now it's 
finally getting easier. The last CW NAQP, as well as the 160m CW contest, 
I don't remember skipping over anyone who I thought was going "too fast". 


My advice -- toss the pencil. Copy stuff in your head. It's hard at 
first, but gets easier with time. Eventually, it ought to be second 
nature.

Well Tom, things have changed in ham radio, and radio as a whole. No 
longer is there much commercial CW in use, and the ham exams no longer 
require 100% correct copy of one minute of CW. I might agree with you 
that these days you no longer have to write everything down, but please 
remember, most of the folks who have used CW for more than 10 or so 
years come from a different tradition than you do. 


These days, unless you are into a lot of traffic handling or like to 
enter CW speed contests, you can go on not writing anything down. But, 
if you have to take a message, you want to get it correct. Someone who 
asks you to tell a friend "Happy Birthday" doe not want you to say 
"Congratulations on your whatever!" Also, being able to do 100% copy 
helps in writing down QSL addresses and the like! 


Ham radio is just a hobby, enjoy it however you want, but remember there 


is a history that you occasionally bump up against. To me, for example, 
100% copy is no longer a necessity, but maybe 90% is!

I think the difference is in what is being taught. Koch teaches 
characters, a few at a time and lets you learn the alphabet slowly. It 
can be used at any speed, regardless of spacing. 


Farnsworth, on the other hand is simply a spacing method. Characters 
are again sent at whatever speed you wish with double or triple the 
Spacing to allow you to react and write them down. There are no 
restrictions on what is sent. 


The end result is the same. The emphasis on high speed sending is more 
recent. From the articles I have read, Koch has been around forever. 
Farnsworth is about 30 years old, at least in amateur practice. High 
sped teaching is about 20 to 30 years old. I believe it as started, or 
at least advertised as the way to go by Wayne Green.

There are two specifications that influence a filter. The first is 
bandwidth, and the second is shape factor. Bandwidth sets what you can 
hear at the 3 dB points. A narrower bandwidth (up to a point) will 
reduce QRM from other stations. A 2.1 kHz bandwidth is better than a 


2.4 kHz bandwidth. As a side issue, why not use a CW filter, a 500 hZ 
bandwidth would reduce QRM even further, BUT you would not be able to 
understand any voice through it! 


The shape factor tells you how good the filter's ultimate rejection is. 
A sharp shape factor means the filter has "steep sides" and QRM is more 
completely rejected. Shape factor is usually measured between say, the 
6 dB and the 60 dB points. 


You will not be unhappy with the "new" filter!

Don't know about the "expert" business but here are some thoughts: 


1. There will be a difference between the 2.4 filter that you have now and 


a 2.1. How much difference is in the ear of the listener. My experience 
with the DSP IF filters in the PRO, where you can set the bandwidth with 
the twist of a knob, is that I can't really tell that much difference in 
going from 2.4 to 2.1. I use 3.6 as my normal filter, 2.4 as the "middle" 
filter and 50 Hz as the very narrow filter only for PSK31 use. 


2. The shape factor is just the ratio of the -60 db passband width to the 

-6 db width. Your Inrad has a -6db width of 2.1 KHz and a shape factor of 

1.6. So the -60 db width would be 1.6 x 2.1 = 3.36 KHz. You present filter 
at 4KHz and 2.4 KHz has a shape factor of 1.67 - which is almost the same 

as the INRAD. 


It is customary to measure bandwidth in most situations from the -3db 
points of a response curve, but for technical reasons, filters are measured 
at the -6db point. The -60 db number is essentially arbitrary and could be 
-50 or -70 equally as well, except that most test gear for measuring filter 
bandpass seems to work well at -6db and -60 db. 


There are other filter specifications that can be very important in some 
applications, such as flatness of the response within the passband and the 
amount of phase shift within the passband and on the slopes. In normal 
amateur SSB work, these are usually not as important as the passband width 
measured at the two response points. 


3. If you are using bandpass tuning or IF SHift, then the two filters 
involved should be as near alike as possible. Normally, one filter is used 
at one IF frequency and the other filter at another IF frequency. This 
tends to reduce the "filter blowby" or coupling around the filters that 
degrades their performance. I just don't know anything about the FT 901 to 
comment on that aspect of the question, but sometimes having the two 
filters with different properties actually degrades the passband tuning. 


I guess, Bob, that my opinion not based on much in the way of facts is that 
you might notice a slight improvement with the INRAD filter but it will not 
be like a night and day difference. If the filter is a real bargain, then 
you have to decide if you want to give it a shot. 


Not very much help, but theory says "yes, it will help - some" while only 
your ears and experience will tell you how much "some" really is.

I don't profess to be a good CW operator (just ask anyone who has worked 
me lately <G>). However, I have known quite a few great ones. The 
following is mostly what I have observed from them. 


A lot of the discussion on this list about learning CW has addressed 
writing down what you hear. I believe that the only time this is 
important is when you are preparing for a test. After you have passed 
the test, you don't need to write everything down. Good thing too, 
because once the speed gets over 20 or 25 wom most people can't write or 
print that fast. You have to go to a "mill" (old-time slang for a 
typewriter). 


I knew an old-time radio station engineer who used to copy the news off 
the air at 45 wom. He could do this by the hour. I also knew intercept 
operators in the Army who spent 8 hours each day copying code groups at 
varying speeds to a typewriter. The news had to be mostly accurate, but 
the code groups had to be absolutely accurate. Breaking the messages 
was hard enough without errors. 


As ham operators, we don't need to transcribe the entire QSO. We need 
to extract and record certain pertinent information. We need the other 
station's call, the reported RST, his name and QTH. We don't need to 
write down every letter or character. If you learn to copy in your 
head, you just pick out and record the necessary stuff. I do this 
recording on a sheet of paper, and later transcribe it to the log. If I 
find a logging program that I am happy with, I will dispense with the 
sheet of paper. 


So my experience is that one should learn to transcribe the code to 
paper until you have passed the test. Then dispense with copying 
everything to paper. You can only do this up to a certain speed, and 
this speed will vary by individual. If you wish to progress beyond this 
point, you will have to start copying in your head. Why even bother 
with the extra step if you want to really progress in your code speed? 


At some point, you will stop hearing letters and begin to hear words. 
I'll bet that anyone with even a little experience with CW can recognize 
"CQ" at speeds up to 60 or 70 words a minute. I could recognize CQ when 
I couldn't remember the code for "Q". After being back using CW for the 
last few months, my code speed has improved tremendously. I am 
beginning to recognize short words like "it", "and", "the", for 

example. I can pretty easily copy 20 wpm in my head if the code is sent 
by a properly-adjusted keyer or bug, or a good fist. I couldn't come 
near this if I was trying to write down everything I heard. 


Summary: When beginning to learn CW, write down everything until you 
pass the test. Then start working on copying in your head, just making 
notes of the important info. Often the important info is repeated, so 
you can verify that what you wrote down the first time is correct the 
second time through. If it isn't repeated and you aren't sure, ask for a 
repeat. And get on the air. Nothing will improve your speed better than 
practice.
